Arrangemcnts in Japan. 

We hea already referred ta tho estab- 
ishment of what is te ho known us a 
Urisonera’ Bureay (says tho abe Chron: 
cle), Some partivolars in regard to thix 
important branch of Army organisation 
will be of interest, for this bureag is the 
tiest institution of the kind sinco the Inter. 
national Peace Conuress held in Holland in 
1899, 

There has been no precedent to work 
upon, but we understand that nll the 
tnitial difficulties hnve been surmounted, 
and tho arrangements aro now well ad 
vanced, According to information given 
by ono of the officials in charge of the 
Bureau, a registor will bo kept in which 
the naine, age, nationality, and rank of 
any ono who inay be classed as 9 prix mor 
of war will be entered. A record will 
ales bo kept of thoso prisoners who are 
in hospital, with particulars as to the 
disease or injuries from which they are 
sutlering? Inquiry will be made intu the 
personal atfaira of the prisoners in urder 
that their fricnda may be communicated 
with, Money or any other articles will 
be forwarded (y the prisoners’ howes or 
to nay place thoy may reyuest . and) the 
aticinis will even be prepared to act as 
notaries und assist in the drawing-up, if 
need be, of wills’ and private dacuments, 
and guarantee that evory offort will bo 
inde to secure their safe delivery te the 
persons named by the prisoners.

Mombers of the Korean Privy 
Council aro stated to he also opposed to the 
Foreign Ministor in tho course ho hos 
taken, and have prepared a memorial im- 

caching the ‘Minister. Tt appears tho 
Fapsneds police were apprised of a probable 
attack on the unpopular, Minister, with tho 
result that.the mob was unablo to offect its 
purpose.

JAPANESE AUTHORITIES AND 


THE FOREIGN CORRESPON- 
fe DENTS. 
Interview with General | 
Fukushima, 
(From Our Special War Correspondent), 
Tokio, February 29, 

On thin last day of the month cor- 

reapondents are uno further ‘forrader’ 
than they, were at tho twenty-ninth of 
last month, though # conversation which 
I was privileged to have yosterday with 
the famous General Fukushima leads 
me to believo that our stay here will not be 
of much longer duration. ‘To get at the 
General in these busy times is rather 
feat, but judicious pulling of strings landed 
mo alongside -of the charso#l stove in his 
cumfortuble quartora at the momont when 
he had least work to do.
